ROUSE WASHINGTON 


Road Fund and License 
~ Fees to Play Part : 
In Election 


tq’ EATTLE, Wash., Oct. 18. 


—Highway construction 
and taxation of motor vehi- 
cles go hand in hand and both 
are about to become “burn- 
ing” topics in this state. 

Indications are that the_ state 
sentiment is in favor of leaving 
car licenses as they are at present, 
but that attempts will be made to 
increase the state gas tax from two 
cents to three cents a gallon, while 
in some quarters the agitation is 
for a five cent tax. At a recent 
meeting of the Farm Grange, the 
president of that organization ad- 
vocated such a high tax. However, 
very little public sentiment is back 
of it. 

Representative Ed. Sims, is said to 
be contemplating the introduction 
of a bill to provide the following: 
Continuance of the present state 
highway program; a $15,000,000 
bond issue to hard surface and 
gravel more state roads; an addi- 
tional one cent tax on gasoline to 
provide fund to retire this bond 
issue and pay interest; certain ap- 
propriations from the state fund 
to go to the counties for county 
highway uses. 

State Senator Hall is reported 
favoring a plan of “pay as we 
build,” with no bond issue. If ad- 
ditional expenditures are needed, 
he favors a gas tax increase.

There is no general property tax 
in this state for building or main- 
taining state highways. The motor 
car is doing it all. County roads, 
however, are built by general tax- 
ation. 

Summarizing the needs and situ- 
ation in Washington, Harkins says: 
“‘Maintenance costs of state high- 
way system are increasing rapidly; 
from 500 to 1,000 miles of state 
road will be “oiled” this year at a 
considerable cost. There will be 
a demand for rapid completion of 
the state paved highways system. 
One cent increase in gas tax agita- 
tion is coming from a number of 
sources. Farm to market roads are 
demanded more than ever and a 
second pass through the Cascade 
Mountains is a possibility. A state 
bond issue may be provided.’”’ 

Counties in remote sections are 
demanding a ‘“‘cut’” on the state 
highway fund, to be used in county 
road building and maintenance, All 
these agitations portend a big fight 
in the state Legislature which con- 
venes in Olympia in,lanuary, and 
the automotive industry is the most 
vitally concerned of any.

(1) Thickness and narrow- 
ness of tread rubber are desir- 
able in reducing road impact re- 
action; (2) that as static load in- 
creases; (3) as static load in- 
creases, road impact reaction in- 
creases, the ratio of road impact 
reaction to static load decreases; 
(4) that appreciable variation of 
cross-section ~rubber, or breaks 
in its continuity, cause heavy 
repeated impacts to be delivered 
to the road; (5) that dual mount- 
ed tires should always be mount- 
ed with the tread designs stag- 
gered; (6) that maximum impact 
forces obtained with motor truck 
tires in service can be measured 
with an accuracy sufficient to 
determine results, and (7) that 
in the tire euipment tested, all 
of which were standard, dual 
mounting caused heavier impact 
forces than the corresponding 
single mounting of the same 
total load-carrying capacity.

Insurance Equipment 


ECENT figures compiled by the insurance companies 

indicate that of the 20,000,000 motor vehicle owners 

in this country today, 16,000,000 carry some form of insur- 

ance—fire, theft, collision, or property damage. This makes 

80 per cent. of all car owners who carry insurance of some 
sort. 

Unfortunately, the figures also indicate that only 20 
per cent. of the country’s car owners, who are responsible 
for any damage that may be done, carry liability insurance. 
Now. of all the different kinds of insurance that should be 
carried to protect not only the owner of the vehicle but the 
general public as well, liability is by long odds the most 
important. A man perfectly solvent, by an accident in 
in which he may not be the only guilty person, may be 
turned into a debt-burdened individual, with years of paying 
ahead of him. Courts have been assessing heavy damages 
against motor vehicle owners, and a modest bank balance 
can easily be turned into a hopeless debit. 

In many cases automobile owners who do not carry 
liability insurance, neglect this obvious precaution sim- 
ply because they do not realize its importance. Surely 
a dealer with the interests of his clients at heart should~ 
do his best to see that he is protected by proper insur- 
ance. exactly as he would try to persuade him to provide 
his car with a necessary piece of safety equipment. The 
dealer may not sell the insurance, but his advice, es- 
pecially with a new car buyer, will go far toward per- 
suading the owner to protect himself with adequate 
policies.

This compares with 44.5 
per cent. of the total for the first seven months of 1925. For 
the month of July Ford sales ran approximately 38 per cent. 
of the total, as against 41.5 per cent. during July, 1925. 

From these figures it is evident that when we 
have complete returns for 1926 the Ford output will 
amount to about 38 per cent. of the total production 

for the country. This means that while Ford has 

been maintaining his former production total, other 

manufacturers in approximately the same field 
have been forging ahead. If Chevrolet raises its 
production to the threatened 1,000,000 in 1927, this 

one company alone would have a production equal to 

Ford’s record of 2,000,000 in 1925. 





CAUTION SHIPPERS 
ON TRADE REPORTS 


Seek to Avoid Duplica- 
tion in Federal Export 
Statistics 


Special from A, D. N, Washington Bureau 


ASHINGTON, Oct. 18.) 
—Irving H. Taylor. 
assistant chief of automotive | 
division of the Department of | 
Commerce, in a statement to- 
day, cautioned automotive 
manufacturers and exporters 
to avoid misuse of statistics 
gathered from the industry 
and prepared by the govern- 
ment. 

“In order that there be no inac- 
curacies in the record of exports 
and production 
compiled and 
published by the 
government,” said 
Mr, Taylor, “it is 
important that 
accurate produc- 
tion figures be 
given by each 
m a nu facturer, 
and likewise that 
correct returns be 
made on the 
shipper’s export

declaration.” 

He explained that there seems 
to exist some misunderstanding as 
to just how certain statistical data 
should be prepared, adding that 
the government’s information is 
primarily intended as a guide in 
the study of foreign markets. 


Mr. Taylor deciared that 
manufacturers and exporters 
should not add the unofficial 
figure brought out each month 
covering cars of American de- 
sign assembled abroad to the 
domestic production total if it is 
intended to reach a grand total 
of American cars produced in a 
given month. 

It is requested by both the Cana- 
dian and United States customs 
service that automobile parts for 
assembly and engines for assembly 
being shipped to foreign branch 
factories be declared as complete 
units exported whenever the-parts 
and engines in a shipment are suf- 
ficient for assembly abroad into a 
given number of complete automo- 
biles. 

Such parts and engines as are in 
this manner declared as complete 
units exported are considered -and 
reported by the manufacturer as 
units of Canadian and United 
States “home” production, Mr. 
Taylor explained. 

“It is likewise a mistake to add 
the foreign assembly figure to the 
monthly automobile unit export 
total from Canada and the United 
States,’’ Mr. Taylor said. ‘‘Such ad- 
dition would involve serious dupli- 
cation since a substantial portion 
of the American cars assembled 
abroad already have been declared 
as units exported. 

“There are certain ‘automo- 
bile parts for assembly,’ as also 
‘engines for assembly,’ which in 
the monthly export statement 
appear in these two categories. 
These are parts and engines 
which, although in the course 
of time they resolve themselves 
into complete cars of American 
design, cannot be identified, and 
thus declared as car units at the 
time of exporting. 

“Until such time as we are able 
to translate the ‘parts for assem- 
bly’ and ‘engines for assembly’ re- 
turns into complete unit equiva- 
lents, it is suggested that manu- 
facturers utilize the unit export to- 
tals, as also the United States and 
Canadian production totals, without 
any additions or substractions. 

“We will continue, for the pres- 
ent, our practice of reporting on the 
extent of the assembly abroad each 
month of automobiles of American 
design. These data will be sub- 
ject to frequent corrections and 
will serve only to point the trend of 
such operations abroad, and in no 
case are to be considered as supple- 
mental to any other statistics we}; 
present.”
